Its lusloi y has U'eii one of uiihroken fiiian 
cial prosperity. Having a inono[)oly of the 
traile, it tnxe<l it all it would Ktnnd,an(l with 
a coniie<'tiiig line of trans-oci-nnic steamers 
between Valjiaraiso and Liverpool, succeedetl 
in establishiiii; the supremacy of England iti 
the tradi> of the countries named. But the 
intense Nat ion-il spirit of the Chilians al 
ways chafisl al the prominenceof the British 
eiisii^n in the siiipping of their harbors, and, 
haviii(r liei-oiiie the foremost naval power in 
the southern hemisphere, Chili aspired to l»e- 
come indeiiendent of the foreign element in 
her mercantile marine. 

A few years ago a Chilian company began 
the organization of a new line of steamers, 
called the South American Steamship com- 
pany, for the transaction of a coastwi.se trade 
between Yulparaiso ami Panama. The 
steamers belonging to the company were 
built with esiK'cial design for this trade and 
have all the improvements applied to the lat 
est steamship construction, including water 
tight bulkheads and electric lights. They 
are of steel and iron, built in Scotland espe- 
cially for the South American Steamship 
company, and are deaigned to accommodate 
from 100 to ISO flratHshMB passengers. 

Those now running on the line are the 
Mapocho, Laga, Cachapoal, Maiijo, liaiitiiro, 
Mazouis and Itata and all of them fly the 
Chilian ensign. Two more are in process 
of construction, one of which, the Imperial, 
built by Laird Brothers, at Birkenhead, is 
about ready for delivery, and the other, the 
Aconcagua, buildlag at Glasgow, will be 
eompleted very sooa Altogetliar they are 
tha most beautiful and oonveniaat boats on 
the weat coast, and they have sailed into 
popularity, as it were, not only in Chili.
